WASHINGTON, Oct. 14—Investigation by the United Press, 


in an effort to ascertain just how ill President 
Wilson is and 


whether the many rumors in regard to his condition have any 
foundation in fact, today showed the following results: 


Frst—Officials in close touch with persons who frequently 


see the President declare they believe he may be back at his desk 
conducting executive business within a month or six weeks. 


Second—-No matter what'may have !cadse;d'his1 illness"'hfe'ls'i 


getting well now and has been showing steady imrove.ment for 
the last week, according to best information at the White House. 


Third—-Senators who are in good 
standing 'at the White 


House and who are presumed to have access to information there 
say he is at the present time handling some executive matters. 


Fourth—Reports that have been circulated that he will no: 


completely recover and suggestions that he should step aside' and 
let the' Vice President take his place are in the opinion of ad- 
ministration leaders noltical torredoes designed to have his sup- 
porters, lose faith in him and the League of Nations. 


Fifth—Although there has been no official denial of the rc- 


j»ort thut he is suffering from a lesion of the brain, a blood clot 
or apoplexy, the opinion given is that no matter what caused his 
illness he is now recovering. 


Sixth—The belief that Wilson will be back at work within 


six weeks or a month is not generally shared. One Senator sup- 
posed to be in touch with the White House thinks he will be laid 
tip three months. 


Seventh—The official bulletins concerning the 
President's 


condition have been too brief. 
Some senators recommend thai 


a full statement be issued to reassure the country. 


The persons who huve seen Wilson recently are: the t'oui 


doctors, Mrs. Wilson. Margaret Wilson and the trained nurses. 
From this it may be seen that investigation from original soui-ces 
is limited. 
These are the only ones who know at first hand what 


Wilson's condition is at present. 


With regard to his mental state one who talked with him a 


few days ago said "his brain is as clear aw yours." 


Wilson, it was learned, is aware of suggestions that he step 


aside and let the Vice President take his place.

How to Make a Boat Sail Itscli 


By GRANT 31. HYDE 


"Racing toy sailboats on the pond 


was all the rage when I was a boy," 
said 
Uncle Hob. 
"All they'd do, 


though, was sail before the wind, -or, 
with the' rudder tied over, make a 
big circle and d,- 
;.-f<: hack. 
Watching 


them gave ms a« idea and I ligured 
out a ri« tnat would sail itself kgainst 


'i mind, just like a real boat." 
"Hp'w did you do it?" 
"Well, 1 whittled the hull of a toy 


Ciitb- .t out of a flat pine board about 
one-half inch thick, 9 inches wide and 
30 inches long (see drawing). 
To 


this I fastened a keel made of J/j-inch 
board, S inches wide, and ballasted 
with some old lead pipe.

Jt took some tinkering 


to make the string just the nijli'i 
length so that the rudder would just 
counteract tho p u l l - o f the sail and 
keep her i;; a straight course. She'd 
keep the lack until the puff of wind 
died out, and then the rudder would 
bring her around so that the next 
puff would send her on the opposite 
tack. To steady her I hitched a piece 
of stovewood on behind, towed by a 
cord. It took some experimenting to 
get everything right, but it worked"

How to Make a Boat Sail Itscli 


By GRANT 31. HYDE 


"Racing toy sailboats on the pond 


was all the rage when I was a boy," 
said 
Uncle Hob. 
"All they'd do, 


though, was sail before the wind, -or, 
with the' rudder tied over, make a 
big circle and d,- 
;.-f<: hack. 
Watching 


them gave ms a« idea and I ligured 
out a ri« tnat would sail itself kgainst 


'i mind, just like a real boat." 
"Hp'w did you do it?" 
"Well, 1 whittled the hull of a toy 


Ciitb- .t out of a flat pine board about 
one-half inch thick, 9 inches wide and 
30 inches long (see drawing).

this I fastened a keel made of J/j-inch 
board, S inches wide, and ballasted 
with some old lead pipe.

Jt took some tinkering 


to make the string just the nijli'i 
length so that the rudder would just 
counteract tho p u l l - o f the sail and 
keep her i;; a straight course. She'd 
keep the lack until the puff of wind 
died out, and then the rudder would 
bring her around so that the next 
puff would send her on the opposite 
tack. To steady her I hitched a piece 
of stovewood on behind, towed by a 
cord. It took some experimenting to
